For  the  southern  types,  .Burley^ stocks  were  12  percent  larger  than  on  October  1 
last  year,  flue-cured  about  1  percent  greater,  and  dark  air-cured  holdings  were 
at  the  same  level.     In  contrast,  Fire-cured  leaf  on  hand  dropped  20  percent  from 
a  year  ago,  and'  Maryland  stocks  were  down  23  porconto  Of  tfre  cigar-leaf  types 
of  tobacco,  stocks  of  American-grown  filler  types,  including 'Puerto  Rican, 
decreased  5.1  percent  and"' shade  wrappers  5.6  percents  'whe'reas  the  volume  of.v 
binder  types  was  slightly  greater  than  on  October  1,  19^5»'.'

Elue-cured  Slightly  Greater  Than  a  Year  Ago;  Maryland  Down  Sharply   

Stocks  of  flue-cured  tobacco  on  October  1,  19*+6,  converted  to  the  farm-sales— 
weight  equivalent,  were  1,^95  million  pounds  -  only  12.5  million  pounds  above 
October  1,  19^5*  flue-cured  auction  markets  opened'  in-  July  and  around  6U0 

million  pounds  had  been  marketed  by  the  end  of  the  quarter.     Stocks  were  in- 
creased-3*+8  million  pounds  over  July  1,  19*4-6,  '  - 

Burley  stocks  were'  853  million -pounds  compared  with  759  million  on  October  1, 
19*+5»    This  is  the  greatest  carry-over  of  Burley  tobacco  on  record  -  due  mainly 
to  the  large  crops  of  19^  and  19^5  which  exceeded  disappearance.  Disappearance 
of  Burley  during  the  past  marketing  year,  October  1,  19^5>  "to  October  1,  19^-6, 
totaled  kgk  million  pounds  -  the  same  as  for  the  corresponding  period  a  year 
earlier.    Of  this  total  disappearance,  35*3  million  pounds  were  exported  as 
against  9* ^  million  the  previous  marketing  yearf  < 

Maryland  holdings,  Type  32,  were  almost  12  million  pounds  less  than  a  year  ago, 
which  can  be  attributed  mostly  to  the  small  crop  in  19^5  an^-  the  continued  high 
rate  of  consumption.     Stocks  on  October  1,  19^6,  totaled  Uq.3  million  pounds* 
Around  9»*+  million  pounds  of  the  19^5  crop  were  marketed  during  the  third  quarte: 
this  year  and  stocks  were  up  2.6  million  pounds  over  the  July  1,  19^6  figure.

Dark  Air-cured  Unchanged  Erom  Last  October  1. 

Fire-cured  leaf  stocks  dropped  to  IOU.9  million  pounds  for  the  smallest  October  ' 
holdings  on  record,  and  showed  a  decrease  of  26.9  million  from  October  1,  19^5» 
which  was  the  previous  low  figure.  '  Large  exports,  following  curtailment  of  shipi 
ments  during  the  way  years,  and  lower  production  were  the. chief  factors  resultin 
in  the  smaller  inventory  of  fire-cured  leaf.    Disappearance  of  fire-cured  tobacc 
during  the  marketing  year,  October  1,  19^5»  to  October  1,  19^-6,  was  8k  million 
pounds  compared  with  106.8  million  a  year  earlier.    Exports  during  the  past 
marketing  year  were  hj.G  million  pounds  compared  with  63.9  million  for  the  12 
months  ending-  October  1,  19^5»    Eire-»cured  holdings  according  to  types  were  as 
follows^  Virginia  17.6  million  pounds,  Eastern  District  of  Tennessee  and  Kentuck;

Virginia  sun-cured  2^8  million,    Disappearance  of  the -dark  air-cured  types  durin, 
the  marketing-  year  ending  October  1,  19^-6,  totaled  ^3»5  million  pounds  compared 
with t million  for  the  previous  12-month  period.

Filler  and  Shade  Wrapper  Stocks  Down; 
Some  Binder  Types  Higher,  Others  Lower, 

Stocks  of  the  domestic  cigar  leaf,  including  holdings  in  Puerto  Rico,  on 
October  1,  19^6,  were  327  million  pounds  on  a  farm-sales  weight  "basis.    Po reign- 
grown  cigar  leaf  stocks  on  an  unstemmed-equivalent  ba,sis  were  26.1  million 
pounds.    American-grown  cigar-filler  stocks,  which  include  Puerto  Rican,  arnountec 
to  207  million  pounds  compared  with  218  million  on  October  1,  19^5»     Stocks  of 
Pennsylvania  Seedleaf  were  down  6.7  million  pounds  from  a  year  ago,   the  Ohio 
types  decreased  7.^  million,  while  Puerto  Rican  was  up  3  million.  Pennsylvania 
Seedleaf  stocks  totaled  102  million  pounds;  the  Ohio  filler  types  26.7  million 
pounds;  and  Puerto  Rican  78.3  million,  of  which  Ul.6  million  pounds  were  in  the 
United  States  and  36. 7  million  held  on  the  Island.    Disappearance  of  Pennsylvania 
Seedleaf  for  the  marketing  year,  October  1,  19^+5»  to  October  1,  19^-6,  amounted 
to  52»6  million  pounds  and  of  the  Ohio  types  11#9  million  pounds,  t*  slightly 
greater  for  both  types  than  during  the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier* 

Cigar  binder  leaf  stocks,  some  of  which  are  used  for  cigar  wrappers,  amounted  to 
103.6  million  pounds  which  is  a  small  increa.se  over  a  year  ago.  Southern 
Wisconsin  leaf  holdings  increased  6.9  million  over  October  1,  19^5*  whereas 
stocks  of  Connecticut  Havana  Seed,  ITew  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed  and 
Northern  Wisconsin  types  dropped.     Stocks  of  the  separate  binder  types  on 
October  1,  19^6.,  were  21+.3  million  pounds  of  Type  51,  l6  million  of  Type  52, 
2  million  of  Type  53,  jh.h  million  of  Type  5*+,  26,6  million  of  Type  55,  and 
0,3  million  of  Type  56.    Disappearance  of  the  binder  types  during  the  marketing 
year  just  ended  totaled  60.9  million  pounds  compared  with  63.2  million  in  the 
corresponding  period  a  year  earlier. 

Stocks  of  shade-grown  wrapper  were  l6.7  million  pounds,  a  decrease  of  1  million 
pounds  from  October  1,  19^5»     Connecticut  shade  holdings  totaled  10,^-  million 
and  Georgia  and  Florida  shade  6.3  million.    The  bulk  of  the  19^+6  crop  of  Type 
62  and  some  of  the  Type  6l  crop  entered  stocks  during  the  third  quarter  and  total 
holdings  of  shade  leaf  increased  3.1  million  pounds  over  July  1,  19^-6, 

Foreign-grown  cigar  leaf  stocks  consisted  of  2^,7  million  pounds  of  Cuban 
(Havana)  leaf ;  1, 2  'million  of  Sumatra  and  Java,  not  including  that  stored  in  the 
foreign  trade  zone;  89  thousand  pounds  of  Philippine  Islands  (Manila);  and  128 
thousand  pounds  of  Other  Foreign-grown  cigar  leaf. 

Stocks  of  Miscellaneous  Domestic  types  on  October  1,  19*4-6,  were  2.9  million 
pounds.    Eastern  Ohio  amounted  to  fl  thousand  pounds,  Perique  796  thousand 
pounds,  and  Other  Miscellaneous  Domestic  2  million  pounds.
